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REP.  KING  SPEAKS  TO  FRENCH 

Hawaiian  statehood  has  been  the  outgrowth  of 
the  same  great  westward  movement  which  carried 
the  Latter-day  Saints  west  and  brought  Utah  into 
the  Union,  French  radio  listeners  have  been  told 
by  Rep.  David  S.  King  (D-Utah).  At  the  request 
of  the  United  States  Information  Agency,  the  Utah 
congressman,  has  begun  a  series  of  broadcasts  in 
French  for  the  Voice  of  America.  And  in  the  first, 
carried  by  23  stations  in  France  and  North  Africa, 
Mr.  King  gave  the  French  some  highlights  of  the 
Latter-day  Saints  role  in  the  westward  movement. 

Mr.  King  observed:  "Utah  was  settled  and  the 
territory  established  by  the  greatest  single  exodus 
in  the  heroic  history  of  the  westward  movement. 
That  exodus  was  the  Mormon  movement,  in  which 
20,000  God-loving  Americans  trekked  1,200  miles 
into  the  wilderness,  under  the  leadership  of 
Brigham  Young,  to  claim  for  themselves  freedom's 
full  promise."  The  congressman,  a  former  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Superintendency  of  the  Young 
Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Association,  has 
studied  French  as  a  hobby.

THE  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  has  lost  another 
of  its  great  leaders.  Friday  May 
22nd  1959,  thousands  of  devoted 
loved  ones  and  friends  gathered  in 
the  spacious  Tabernacle,  Salt  Lake 
City,  to  pay  their  respects  to 
Stephen  L.  Richards  who  passed 
away  in  the  early  morning  of  May 
19th,  1959.  In  a  cable  addressed  to 
the  missionaries  and  Saints  of  South 
Africa,  President  McKay  and  Presi- 
dent Clark  voiced  the  feelings  of  the 
entire  Church  in  these  words: 

"It  is  with  profound  sorrow  that 
we  tell  you  President  Stephen  L. 
Richards  passed  away  of  a  heart 
ailment  of  which  he  had  suffered  for 
years.  Our  sorrow  is  mitigated  only 
by  our  profound  gratitude  to  the 
Lord  for  sparing  him  these  many 
years  to  guide  and  direct  the  great 
spreading  through  the  nations  of  the 
missionary  labours  of  the  Church  in 
earth  the  restored  gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  obedient  to  the  command- 
ments of  our  Lord  and  Master". 
This  cable  containing  less  than 
eighty  words  is  rich  in  context  and 


comprehends  in  large  measure  the 
service  this  great  man  has  rendered 
the  Church.  President  Richards 
will  go  down  in  history  as  a  great 
missionary.  His  direction  of  the 
missionary  labours  of  the  Church 
since  1951  when  he  became  a  coun- 
sellor in  the  First  Presidency  has 
been  very  rewarding.  Never  in 
history  has  such  progress  been  made 
in  such  a  short  time.  The  missions 
of  the  Church  have  cause  to  honour 
and  revere  the  memory  of  this  be- 
loved man. 

Not  only  in  missionary  service  has 
President  Richards  achieved,  but  in 
many  other  phases  of  Church  and 
civic  activities.  As  evidence  of  his 
outstanding  ability  as  an  administra- 
tor and  an  executive;  "Who's  who 
in  America"  lists  him  in  their  1957 
Edition.  This  publication  which  is 
notable  for  its  choosing  of  great 
men  ascribes  to  President  Richards, 
three  major  achievements:  1.  Family 
man;  having  married  in  1900.  Irene 
Merrill,  and  together  they  reared 
nine  children.  2.  Professional  man; 
lawyer,  a  student  and  graduate  from 
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three  Universities — President.  Ad- 
ministrator or  director  of  ten  large 
business  concerns  in  Utah  and 
America.  3.  Churchman;  a  member 
of  the  Deseret  Sunday  School  Union 
Board  in,  1906,  and  on  April  4,  1909 
a  member  of  the  General  Superin- 
tendency.  Chosen  to  be  an  Apostle 
in  1917  and  first  Counsellor  in  the 
First  Presidency  in  1951. 

If  President  Richards  had  lived 
one  more  month  he  would  have 
reached  the  age  of  eighty  years.  To 
some,  four  score  is  rather  ancient, 
but  not  so  to  President  Richards. 
Although  he  grew  weary  in  body,  his 
mind  was  as  alert  as  it  ever  was. 
Right  up  to  the  time  of  his  death  he 
was  busy  in  the  work  of  the  Lord. 

In,  a  recent  interview  with  a  news 
reporter  he  made  some  lovely 
observations  that  are  well  worth  re- 
peating. Concerning  the  past  and 
the  future  he  said;  "Personally,  I 
have  occasion  to  feel  deep  gratitude 
for  many  years  of  close  companion- 
ship with  great  men  who  have  pre- 
sided over  the  Church  .  .  .  men 
whose  friendship  and  example  have 
ever  been  a  source  of  inspiration  to 
me  .  .  .  ties  of  family  have  also  been 
a  source  of  encouragement  and  en- 
during happiness. 


"Any  observing  man  of  today 
must  be  concerned,  and  in  a 
measure,  apprehensive  about  world 
conditions  ...  in  my  judgment  pro- 
gress is  being  made  on  many  lines 
of  worthy  endeavour  .  .  .  the  spirit 
of  the  Saviour  of  the  world  is  opera- 
tive among  all  peoples. 

"In  the  end  it  will  prompt  men 
of  all  nations  to  seek  and  live  for 
brotherhood  and  peace." 

These  few  lines  are  characteristic, 
and  coming  almost  at  the  close  of  a 
life,  that  has  so  closely  followed  the 
pattern  of  the  Master,  it  would  seem 
that  the  message  is  in  very  deed 
prophetic. 

Concerning  his  personal  attributes 
one  writer  has  said:  "President 
Richards  is  an  eloquent  preacher — 
logical  in  thinking  and  with  poetic 
imagination  and  rare  descriptive 
powers,  he  speaks  with  a  clear,  well- 
modulated  voice.  His  sermons  are 
forceful,  compact  and  convincing. 
One  never  reads  his  discources  on 
such  subjects  as  the  home,  youth,  the 
personality  of  God.  repentence  and 
forgiveness  without  being  lifted  up 
and  impressed  with  his  interpreta- 
tion of  the  Gospel". 

My  life  has  touched  the  life  of

through  each  experience  I  have  felt 
richly  blessed  and  uplifted.  One  of 
these  experiences  occurred  a  few 
years  ago  while  Sister  Fisher  and  I 
were  serving  in  the  Western  Cana- 
dian, Mission.  The  incident  brought 
to  our  attention  in  a  very  real  and 
forceful  way  the  perfect  faith  of 
these  men  who  preside  in  the  lead- 
ing councils  of  the  Church.  Presi- 
dent Richards  was  assigned  to  visit 
the  headquarters  of  our  mission, 
located  in  the  capital  city  of 
Alberta,  Canada,  to  dedicate  a 
Chapel  newly  completed  and  which 
had  drawn  considerable  attention 
from  city  and  governmental  officials. 
The  Branch  President  was  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Provincial  Cabinet  and  it 
was  expected  that  some  of  his  col- 
leagues would  attend  the  services,  as 
well  as  other  prominent  men 
throughout  the  area.  It  was  there- 
fore an  important  occasion  for  our 
mission  and  very  careful  prepara- 
tions had  been  made. 

When  President  Richards  arrived 
Saturday,  the  day  before  the  services, 
he  was  very  ill,  so,  ill  in  fact  that 
we  had  to  almost  carry  him  from  his 
car  into  the  Mission  Home.  He  was 
suffering  excruciating  pain  and  even 
after  we  put  him  to  bed  he  received 
no  relief.  A  doctor  was  called  and 
it  was  disclosed  that  he  was  suffering 
from  a  back  condition  and  complete 
rest  was  prescribed.  The  doctor 
taped  the  back  and  gave  some  in- 
jections, then  before  leaving  he 
cautioned  us  to  keep  our  patient  in 
bed  for  at  least  three  days.  We  were 
faced  with  a  serious  situation,,  and 
consideration  was  given  to  the 
cancelling  of  the  dedicatory  services. 
As  the  afternoon  wore  on  it  was 
evident  that  President  Richards  con- 
dition was  not  improving  and  the 
situation  looked  very  black  indeed. 

It  was  about  7  o'clock  in  the 
evening  that  I  was  called  to  his  bed- 
side, and  there  followed  an  ex- 
perience that  will  live  in  my  memory 
for  all  time. 

In  effect  he  said;  "President 
Fisher,  J  can  bear  the  pain  no  longer, 
remove  the  tape  from  my  body  and 
then  bless  me  that  I  will  be  in  a  fit 
condition  to  perform  my  duties  on 
the  morrow7'.    As  I  placed  my  hands 


on  his  head  1  felt  an  indescribable 
something  that  filled  my  whole 
being  with  cxhileration.  I  do  not 
recall  what  was  said  in  the  blessing, 
that  is  not  important,  but  I  do  bear 
witness  that  the  faith  of  this  great 
man  made  him  whole.  The  thing 
that  impressed  me  most  was  his 
sureness,  and  I  knew  then  what  it 
means  to  have  a  perfect  faith. 

President  Richards  slept  peace- 
fully through  the  night,  and  on  the 
morrow  he  carried  forward  his  duties 
without  showing  any  signs  whatever 
of  the  previous  day's  illness. 

Numerous  people,  both  within 
and  without  the  Church,  having 
heard  of  his  serious  condition  were 
deeply  moved  and  impressed  as  he 
bore  witness  to  the  power  of  God  as 
manifest  through  the  Priesthood, 
and  great  impetus  was  added  to  our 
missionary  labours. 

President  Richards  comes  of  noble 
heritage.  He  is  the  grandson  of 
Doctor  Willard  Richards  who  was 
with  the  Prophet  Joseph  and  his 
brother  Hyrum  in  Carthage  jail 
when  a  mob  shot  to  death  both  the 
prophet  and  his  brother.  Willard 
Richards  escaped  unharmed  and 
later  became  a  counsellor  in  the  First 
Presidency  to  Brigham  Young. 

The  Richards  family  is  honoured 
and  loved  throughout  the  Church, 
and  we  of  the  South  African  Mis- 
sion join  fellowmembers  all  over 
the  world  in  paying  our  deep  and 
heartfelt  respects  to  the  memory  of 
this  man  of  God. 

He  takes  his  place  among  the 
great  leaders  of  our  time,  and  we 
know  there  awaits  him  a  crown  of 
glory  in  the  Kingdom  that  is  of 
Heaven.  I  believe  with  all  my  heart 
that  in  the  world  of  spirits  there  is 
need  for  powerful  missionaries  — 
Stephen  L.  Richards  fulfills  in  very 
deed  everv  requirement. 

As  a  closing  tribute  I  give  you 
the  words  of  "Addison"  they  seem 
to  summarise  and  express  the 
things  I  have  had  in  my  heart  to 
sav. 

"A  contemplation  of  God's  works, 
a  generous  concern  for  the  good  of 
mankind,  and  the  unfeigned  exercise 
of  humility — these  onlv  denominate 
men  great  and  glorious".

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FROM  THE  PRESIDENTS  DESK 


PRESIDENT  STEPHEN  L. 
RICHARDS  has  manifest 
throughout  his  life  unusual  devo- 
tion and  loyalty  to  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith. 

He  has  left  many  treasured 
writings  and  his  personal  witness 
to  the  divine  call  of  this  great 
prophet  will  have  influence  on 
church  members  and  friends  for 
countless  years  to  come.  His  deep 
insight  into  the  life  of  the  Prophet 
is  evidenced  by  a  short  article 
recently  published  in  pamphlet 
form  entitled :  "Contributions  of 
Joseph  Smith". 

We  feel  sure  our  C.S.M.  readers 
will  enjoy  reading  the  following 
treatise  by  our  beloved  leader : 

Most  of  the  contributions  of 
Joseph  Smith  are  in  the  field  of 
theological  doctrine.  Some  are  of 
a  more  temporal  nature.  The  first 
is  new  conception  of  God  and  the 
Godhead.  There  can  be  no  doubt 
that  in  the  religious  world  of  the 
Prophet's  boyhood  there  prevailed 
a  very  nebulous  and  uncertain  doc- 
trine with  reference  to  the 
personality  of  God  and  the 
Personages  of  the  Trinity.  The 
creedal  statements  of  the  day 
appear  to  us  now  as  being  most 
difficult  of  interpretation  and  under- 
standing if  not  wholly  unintelligble. 
To  this  situation  the  first  vision 
brought  clarity,  definiteness,  and 
certainty,  not  as  the  product  of 
reasoning,  argument,  and  sophistica- 
tion but  with  the  sureness  of 
experience.  When  Joseph  Smith 
came  out  of  the  grove,  he  had  no 
need  to  argue  for  a  theory — he 
knew  the  facts.  God  is  in  form 
like  a  man.  He  has  a  voice.  He 
speaks.  He  is  considerate  and  kind. 
He  answers  prayer.  His  Son  is  a 
like  but  distinct  person.  He  is 
obedient  to  the  Father  and  the 
mediator  between  God  and  man. 
The  presumption  of  God  as  a  mere 
essence  or  principle  of  power  and 
force  in  the  universe  was  for  all 
time  exploded.  The  testimony  is 
direct  and  positive  and  irrefutable. 
Many  have  not  believed,  but  no 
one  has  ever  had  the  knowledge  to

disprove  it.  The  character  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  as  a  member  of  the 
Godhead  came  to  the  Prophet  later 
through  revelation  with  a  clarity 
and  definiteness  exceeding  other 
scriptural  pronouncements  on  the 
Subject.  He  set  forth,  "The  Father 
has  a  body  of  flesh  and  bones  as 
tangible  as  man's;  the  Son  also; 
but  the  Holy  Ghost  has  not  a  body 
of  flesh  and  bones,  but  is  a  person- 
age of  spirit.  Were  it  not  so,  the 
Holy  Ghost  could  not  dwell  in  us". 
The  identity  and  functions  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  are  by  him  also 
differentiated  from  those  of  the 
Holy  Spirit. 

Second,  he  received  from  God  a 
new  conception  of  the  nature  of 
the  priesthood.  There  is  the  wide 
distribution  of  the  powers  and 
offices  of  the  priesthood  among 
men  and  boys  of  the  Church.  This 
was  a  complete  innovation  so  far  as 
modern  Christian  practice  is  con- 
cerned. None  but  a  selected  few 
had  ever  claimed  or  held  the  right 
before,  although  there  is  respect- 
able historical  evidence,  not  known 
to  the  Prophet,  to  warrant  the  be- 
lief   that    the    same    practice    was 
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extant  in  the  early  church. 

But  even  more  important  than  its 
novelty  is  the  new  constitution  of 
the  priesthood  as  revealed  through 
Joseph  Smith.  There  is  nothing 
more  beautiful  or  truly  Christlike 
in  all  scripture  than  this  lovely 
exposition  of  the  divine  commission 
to  men  to  act  in  the  name  of  God. 
Read  from  your  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  Section  121  verses  34  to 
the  end. 

Here  is  the  genius  of  the  govern- 
ment of  Christ;  no  compulsion — 
just  persuasion;  no  unrighteousness 
or  autocracy — only  goodness  and 
love.  Here  is  the  answer  to  the 
religious  intolerance  and  crimes  of 
the  centuries,  the  complete  refuta- 
tion of  the  alleged  injustice  of  God. 

The  next  contribution  is  the  mat- 
ter of  new  revelation,  by  which  is 
meant  divine  communication  from 
God  to  men  in  these  latter  days. 
While  this  subject  is  highly  import- 
ant, it  needs  no  elaboration — first, 
because  it  is  well  understood  both 
within  and  without  the  Church; 
and  second,  because  its  novelty  has 
never  been  denied.  Not  that  the 
validity  of  the  revelations  to  Joseph 
Smith  has  not  been  denied — it  has; 
but  all  concede  the  principle  and 
practice  to  be  an  innovation.  All 
logical  persons  will  likewise  con- 
cede that  this  doctrine  once  estab- 
lished is  the  end  of  all  controversy 
as  to  authoritative  religion. 

Then  comes  the  new  concept  of 
man  and  his  past,  present  and 
future  state.  Not  that  ideas  had  not 
been  advanced,  prior  to  the 
Prophet's  time,  that  were  in  some 
respects  comparable  to  his;  un- 
doubtedly the  pre-existent  state  of 
man  was  in  the  belief  of  many.  It 
could  not  be  otherwise  with  stu- 
dents of  the  Bible,  but  no  such 
comprehensive,  coherent,  and 
definite  understanding  as  set  forth 
by  the  Prophet  had  ever  appeared 
before.  The  continuity  of  in- 
telligence and  intelligences;  the 
fatherhood — and  motherhood  too — 
of  our  individual  spirits;  the  free 
agency  and  choice  which  were  ours 
in  the  pre-earth  life;  spiritual 
creation  preceding  mortal  creation; 
the  relationship  of  body  to  spirit 
in  this  life  and  in  the  hereafter,  the 


transcendent  scheme  of  eternal 
progression — all  these  and  man\ 
related  items  constitute  a  unified, 
logical  authoritative  exposition 
without  counterpart  in  Christian 
literature. 

Of  special  interest  is  the  concept 
of  the  body  as  tabernacle  of  the 
spirit.  A  philosophy  of  temporal 
living  has  been  built  around  this 
idea.  In  it  a  man's  body  is  a 
sacred  thing.  It  is  not  his  own  to 
be  violated  with  impunity.  God 
provided  it  in  the  form  of  and  as 
the  house  of  his  spirit.  Any  con- 
scious, wilful  impairment  of  the 
body  is  an  affront  to  God.  And  so 
it  follows  that  the  care  of  the  body 
has  real  spiritual  significance.  It  is 
doubtful  if  any  religious  body  at 
any  time  ever  received  a  more 
unique  and  novel  doctrine  than  the 
Word  of  Wisdom,  the  inhibitions  of 
which  are  known  to  many  but  the 
underlying  philosophy  of  which  is 
understood   by  few. 

Closely  related  to  the  state  of 
man  is  the  concept  of  the  whole 
human  family  as  the  children  of 
God.  On  this  subject  many  en- 
tirely new  contributions  were  made 
by  Joseph  Smith.  He  established 
the  universal  justice  and  love  of 
God  for  all  his  children  as  no  one 
else  has  ever  done.  His  theolog\ 
denies  the  resurrection  to  none. 
All  shall  come  forth  from  the 
grave;  all  bodies  shall  be  reunited 
with  spirits  to  constitute  eternal 
souls,  through  the  universal 
redemption  of  the  Saviour.  There 
will  be  general  salvation  for  all  in 
the  sense  in  which  the  term  is 
generally  used,  but  salvation,  mean- 
ing resurrection,  is  not  exaltation. 
In  the  hereafter,  as  in  this  life, 
there  are  degrees  of  glory,  preferen- 
tial places,  and  conditions.  Good- 
ness and  obedience  will  bring  their 
rewards,  the  highest  of  which  is  to 
dwell  in  the  presence  of  God  and 
His  Son.  The  prescribed  require- 
ments of  the  Gospel,  such  as  bap- 
tism, confirmation.  and  other 
ordinances  are  not  prerequisites  for 
the  resurrection  as  many  suppose. 
They  are  necessary  only  for 
exaltation,   the   highest   station. 

Exaltation  is  not  planned  merely 
for  a  few  select  ones.  It  is  designed 
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for  all  who  will  prepare  to  enter 
the  kingdom.  Everyone  is  given 
the  opportunity  to  prepare,  not 
only  those  living  but  they  who  have 
died,  as  well.  Such  is  the  justice  of 
the  Father. 

That  leads  to  another  inestimable 
contribution,  wholly  distinctive  and 
novel.  Strange  it  is  that  with  the 
rather  frequent  mention  in  the 
Hebrew  scriptures  of  temples  and 
with  the  pointed  and  oft-quoted 
reference  to  baptism  for  the  dead 
that  Joseph  Smith  should  have  been 
the  first  of  all  Christians  to  con- 
ceive the  purpose  of  temples  and 
institute  vicarious  work  for  the 
dead.  This  great  project  of  the 
latter  days  deserves  an  extended 
treatise  of  itself.  It  must  suffice  for 
my  present  purpose  merely  to  call 
attention  to  it.  In  its  ramifications 
and  comprehensiveness  it  embraces 
substantially  the  entire  scope  of  the 
Gospel.  The  story  of  life  is  simpli- 
fied for  the  understanding  of  men. 
Through  the  eternal  powers  of  the 
restored  priesthood,  ordinances  and 
ceremonies  are  administered  in 
preparation  for  entrance  into  the 
celestial  kingdom  of  our  God,  and 
the  dead  who  have  lived  without 
opportunity  to  enjoy  these  high 
privileges  are  accorded  through  the 
service  of  their  kinspeople,  the 
same  rights  as  those  who  live. 

One  of  the  features  of  temple 
work  should  for  emphasis  be  spe- 
cially mentioned.  It  is  the  sealing 
of  husband  and  wife  in  the  eternal 
covenant  of  marriage.  Joseph 
Smith  taught  that  the  family  circle 
is  the  foundation  of  exaltation  and 
that  its  projection  into  eternity  is 
heaven  itself.  He  sanctified  the 
association  of  loved  ones.  He  made 
the  father  a  priest  and  the  mother 
a  priestess  in  the  temple  of  the 
home.  If  his  glorious  interpreta- 
tion of  this  divine  institution  could 
have  general  application,  the  ills  of 
society  would  be  cured  and  the 
brotherhood  of  mankind  estab- 
lished. This  contribution  alone 
entitles  him  to  a  place  on  the  very 
summit  of  distinction  among  the 
world's  philosophers  and  benefac- 
tors. 

Other  contributions  that  must  be 
passed  with  bare  mention,  for  want 


of  space,  are  the  organisation  of 
the  Church;  its  phenomenal 
growth;  its  quorums,  divisions, 
agencies;  authorities,  officers;  its  in- 
comparable missionary  system  were 
all  the  product  of  the  inspiration, 
the  wisdom,  and  vision  of  the 
Prophet.  He  was  also  a  builder  of 
cities,  a  statesman  of  great  fore- 
sight, and  such  a  leader  of  men 
that  even  after  death  his  influence 
has  grown  with  the  years. 

His  literary  labours  must  not  be 
forgotten.  He  produced  more 
scripture,  that  is,  the  revealed  word 
of  God,  than  any  other  man  of 
whom  we  have  record.  Indeed,  his 
total  scriptural  productions  would 
almost  equal  those  of  all  the  others 
put  together.  Within  the  pages  of 
the  Book  of  Mormon,  the  Doctrine 
and  the  Covenants,  and  the  Pearl 
of  Great  Price,  which  came  to  the 
world  through  him  are  to  be  found 
such  truth  gems  as,"The  glory  of 
God  is  intelligence";  "Men  are  that 
they  might  have  joy";  "For  behold, 
this  is  my  work  and  my  glory  to 
bring  to  pass  the  immortality  and 
eternal  life  of  man";  a  clear  state- 
ment of  the  purpose  of  good  and 
evil  in  the  world,  a  philosophical 
problem  which  has  baffled  scholars 
of  all  times,  and  many  others  of 
inestimable  value.  There  also  came 
from  him  such  memorable  sayings 
as,  "It  is  impossible  for  a  man  to 
be  saved  in  ignorance";  "A  man  is 
saved  no  faster  than  he  gets  know- 
ledge"; "Whatever  principle  of 
intelligence  we  attain  unto  in  this 
life,  it  will  rise  with  us  in  the 
resurrection".  He  wrote  history 
and  dissertations  on  many  subjects 
and  was  an  orator  of  magnetism 
and  convincing  force. 

The  world's  enlightenment  of  the 
century  following  his  life  has  not 
disclosed  a  single  error  in  his 
theological  and  philosophical  pro- 
nouncements, and  the  society  which 
he  established  is  without  question 
the  peer,  and  many  students  not 
belonging  to  it  maintain  it  is  the 
superior  of  all  social  systems  on  the 
earth. 

What  is  the  explanation?  How 
may  we  account  for  these  remark- 
able accomplishments,  these  tran-

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President  Fisher 
Replies 


QUESTION: 

When  the  Lord  made  Adam  and 
Eve,  and  set  them  on  the  earth,  he 
said,  "Be  fruitful  and  multiply" 
(Gen.  1:28),  which  seems  logical, 
that  bodies  might  be  provided  for 
as  many  as  possible.  Yet  in  Moses 
5:11  Eve  said,  had  it  not  been  for 
this  transgression,  they  should  not 
have  had  children. 

So  our  ancestors  could  only  obey 
him  and  "be  fruitful"  after  they 
transgressed.  Suppose  they  hadn't. 
They  had  their  free  agency  and 
might  have  chosen  not  to  hear  the 
voice  of  temptation.  Then  how 
would  the  spirit  hosts  have  ob- 
tained bodies?  Was  God's  plan  to 
give  all  his  children  an  earthly 
interlude  dependent  on  the  dis- 
obedience of  our  first  parents? 

ANSWER: 

The  answer  to  this  question  can 
be  better  understood  if  we  go  back 
to  the  pre-existence  and  see  if  the 
creation  and  the  fall  of  Adam  and 
Eve  were  by  chance  or  by  a  well- 
defined  plan  of  our  Heavenly 
Father. 

We  are  taught  in  the  Scriptures 
that  we  are  children  of  God,  that 
he  is  our  Eternal  Father.  In  other 
words,  God  is  the  Father  of  our 
Spirits  and  for  an  undetermined 
length  of  time  we  dwelt  in  His 
presence.  As  spirits  living  in  what 
we  call  our  first  estate,  we  could 
not  possibly  know  a  fullness  of  joy. 
We  had  advanced  as  far  as  it  was 
possible,  and  our  Father  in  a  great 
council  in  Heaven  before  the  world 
was,  announced  that  we.  His  spirit 
children,  would  have  the  oppor- 
tunity of  going  through  a  second 
estate.  He  further  announced  the 
plan  that  would  have  to  be  fol- 
lowed to  bring  this  about.  This 
plan  included:  (1)  The  creation  of 
the  world:    (2)    Placing  of   Adam 


and  Eve  in  the  world,  who  were  to 
be  our  first  parents;  (3)  The  fall, 
or  the  change  from  a  state  of  im- 
mortality to  mortality;  (4)  The 
atonement,  which  comprehends  a 
change  back  from  mortality  to  a 
fullness  of  immortality. 

Adam  and  Eve  were  present  and 
took  part  in  this  council,  as  was 
also  Jesus,  our  Elder  Brother.  They 
were  well  acquainted  with  the  de- 
tails of  the  plan,  as  evidenced  by 
their  later  statements  recorded  in 
the  scriptures. 

While  Adam  was  in  the  Garden 
of  Eden  he  walked  and  talked  with 
God.  He  also  had  helped  in  the 
Creation,  so  there  was  no  question 
of  ignorance  concerning  God's 
plans  for  His  spirit  children. 

Paul  in  the  Epistle  to  Timothy 
declared,  "And  Adam  was  not  de- 
ceived, but   the  woman  being  de- 
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ceived    was  in  the   transgression." 
1  Tim.  2:14. 

Let  us  now  consider  the  status 
of  Adam  and  Eve  before  the  fall: 
(1)  They  were  not  subject  to 
death;  (2)  In  their  present  state 
they  could  not  have  children;  (3) 
They  had  no  knowledge  of  good 
and  evil;  (4)  God  gave  them  two 
commandments:  (a)  To  multiply 
and  replenish  (fill)  the  earth;  (b) 
They  were  not  to  partake  of  the 
fruit  of  the  tree  of  knowledge  of 
good  and  evil,  which  they  were 
told  would  bring  about  a  condition 
of  mortality. 

There  was  no  question  concern- 
ing the  fact  that  it  was  impossible 
to  obey  both  commandments.  In 
order  to  fulfil  their  great  mission 
in  life,  to  bring  spirit  children  into 
the  world,  they  had  to  partake  of 
the  fruit  that  would  change  their 
bodies  and  the  world  into  a  tel- 
estial  state.  The  scriptures  bear 
this  out:  "Were  it  not  for  our 
transgression  we  never  should  have 
had  seed,  and  never  should  have 
known  good  and  evil,  and  the  joy 
of  our  redemption  and  the  eternal 
life  which  God  giveth  unto  all  the 
obedient.  Moses  5:11. 

In  view  of  these  conditions  the 
fall  of  Adam  and  Eve  was  not  a 
sin.  In  reality  it  was  the  accepting 
under  the  great  principle  of  free 
agency,  their  life's  mission. 

It  would  be  well  to  read  carefully 
the  commandment  the  Lord  gave 
about  eating  of  the  fruit.  It  was 
different  from  any  other  com- 
mandment ever  given  .  .  .  "And  I 
the  Lord  God  commanded  the  man 
saying:  'Of  every  tree  of  the  gar- 
den thou  mayest  freely  eat,  but  of 
the  tree  of  the  knowledge  of  good 
and  evil  thou  shalt  not  eat  of  it. 
Nevertheless,  thou  mayest  choose 
for  thyself,  for  it  is  given  unto 
thee.' "  Moses  3:16-17. 

I  have  always  thought  of  these 
last  few  lines  as  something  of  a 
challenge  to  Adam.  In  effect,  the 
Lord  said,  "Adam,  you  know  the 
plan;  you  can  live  in  the  Garden 
of  Eden  in  luxury  and  ease,  or  you 
can  choose  the  consequences  of 
mortal  existence,  with  all  its  pain, 
sin,    disappointment    and,   finally, 


death."  This  may  sound  contradic- 
tory, but  an  ancient  prophet 
summed  it  up  in  these  words: 

"But  behold,  all  things  have  been 
done  in  the  wisdom  of  Him  Who 
knoweth  all  things." 

Why  a  law  had  to  be  broken  to 
bring  opposition  or  sin  into  the 
world  I  do  not  know.  Why  the 
Saviour  had  to  give  His  life  rather 
than  have  it  taken  in  order  to 
atone  for  this  broken  law  I  do  not 
know.  I  do  know,  however,  that  in 
both  instances  the  principle  of 
free  agency  was  brought  to  bear. 

I  know  also  that  the  fall  and  the 
redemption  was  essential.  There 
was  no  question  about  Adam 
choosing  to  follow  the  greater  com- 
mandment. There  is  no  "if" — 
Adam  was  chosen  to  perform  this 
great  mission  before  the  world  was 
created  because  of  his  faithfulness. 
To  say  that  he  might  have  failed 
is  comparable  to  saying  that 
Christ  might  also  have  failed. 
Joseph  Fielding  Smith,  one  of  the 
great  living  Apostles  of  the  Lord, 
in  speaking  on  this  very  subject 
has  this  to  say: 

"The  Father  never  at  any  time 
put  one  block  in  the  way  of  Adam 
and  Eve  in  their  remaining  in  the 
Garden  of  Eden.  It  was  true  that 
the  Fall  was  in  the  Plan  of  Salva- 
tion and  it  was  necessary  for  them 
to  fall,  but  they  were  not  in  any 
way  persuaded  by  the  Lord  to  eat 
the  fruit.  It  is  clear  that  Adam  and 
Eve  were  given  their  agency."  And 
again:  "If  there  had  been  some 
other  way,  you  and  I  may  both  be 
agreed  that  our  Eternal  Father 
would  have  chosen  it.  God  is  not 
the  author  of  death  or  sin.  There 
may  be  some  things  that  we  have 
to  accept  on  faith,  and  we  should 
prepare  ourselves  to  accept  all 
things  which  the  Lord  reveals, 
whether  we  fully  understand  them 
or  not.  We  may  be  sure  that  Abra- 
ham could  not  understand  why  the 
Lord  would  command  him  to  take 
Isaac  and  offer  him  as  a  sacrifice. 
Evidently  there  seemed  to  be  no 
reason  for  it.  However,  Abraham 
never  questioned  the  Lord  and 
obediently  went  forth  to  carry  out 
the  commandment.  Thus  the  Lord

APRIL  was  the  first  month  during 
which  the  new  Sunday  School 
report  forms  were  used  and  I  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  you  for  your  response. 

Four  Sunday  Schools  are  still 
using  last  years  forms.  If  you  have 
not  received  a  pad  of  the  new 
forms  please  write  to  me  and  I 
shall  be  happy  to  send  one  to  you. 

Perhaps  I  can  make  a  few  points. 
Two  or  three  secretaries  are  putting 
their  total  figures  in  the  row  entitled 
"Total  Officers  and  Teachers".  The 
Sunday  School  totals  are  to  be  put 
in  the  row  immediately  above  the  box 
of  instructions.  Please  be  careful  to 
fill  out  these  rows  correctly. 

As  you  have  alreadv  noticed  there 
is  no  provision  in  the  new  report 
form  for  including  the  attendance  in 
the  Cradle  Roll  into  the  Sunday 
School  totals.  Last  month  the  Sun- 
day School  General  Board  issued  the 
following  instructions: 

"Will  you  kindly  ask  your  ward 
and  branch  Sunday  School  secretaries 
to  total  the  number  of  active  and 
potential  members  enrolled  in 
Column  10  of  the  Sunday  School 
Monthly  Report  (Form  3)  just  under 
the  word  Totals  to  the  left  of  the 
box  on  instructions;  then  take  the 
total  number  on  Cradle  Roll  as  re- 
corded in  the  upper  left  hand  side  of 


the  report  and  place  this  figure  under 
the  total  course  enrollment  and  place 
the  grand  total  of  both  of  these 
figures  under  the  heading  Total 
Column  10.  Obtain  average  percent 
in  attendance  for  Column  12  as  in- 
structed. 

The  total  in  Column  10  should 
now  equal  or  exceed  the  figure  en- 
tered under  ward  or  branch  mem- 
bership." 

In  order  that  the  figure  for  the 
average  attendance  be  meaningful  it 
will  be  necessary  for  you  to  add  the 
average  attendance  in  the  Cradle 
Roll  to  the  total  obtained  above  the 
instruction  box  and  enter  this  sum 
as  the  total  for  column  11. 

In  looking  over  the  Monthly  Re- 
ports I  find  that  very  little  enlist- 
ment work  is  being  done.  By  now 
most  of  us  have  seen  the  film  "Feed 
My  Sheep"  and  know  what  good  can 
be  done  through  this  programme. 
Has  one  of  your  Superintendency 
been,  appointed  to  be  in  charge  of 
enlistment  work?  Has  each  class 
teacher  chosen  a  class  president,  two 
counsellors,  and  a  secretary  from 
among  the  students  to  look  after  this 
work?

proved  Abraham,  who  showed  his 
loyalty,  for  which  he  was  rewarded 
and   exalted   above  his  fellows.

scendent  contributions  to  the  learn- 
ing, the  knowledge,  and  wisdom  of 
this  age? 

The  critics  of  Joseph  Smith  have 
ridiculed  him.  They  have  empha- 
sised the  crudity  of  his  youth,  his 
lack  of  education,  and  depreciated 
his  intelligence.  In  so  doing,  have 
they  helped  find  the  explanation? 
Perhaps  they  have,  without  intent 
on  their  part,  for  the  more  inade- 
quate by  native  endowment  and 
training  they  make  the  Prophet,  the 
more  certainly  do  they  lead  the  way 
to  the  inevitable  conclusion  that  the 
explanation  he  makes  of  himself 
and  his  work  is  the  only  explana- 
tion. If  he  had  been  proved  to  be 
a  person  of  unusual  brilliance  and 
education,  there  might  have  been 
some  warrant  for  the  presumption 
that  out  of  his  own  mind  he  had 
conceived  and  executed  all,  but 
those  who  have  sought  to  destroy 
him  have  robbed  the  argument  of 
that  premise.  Perhaps  God  willed 
it  so. 


There  is  only  one  explanation 
which  is  tenable.  God  chose  this 
man.  He  spoke  through  him.  The 
virgin,  unsophisticated  mind  of  the 
youth  was  a  fertile  field  for  the 
planting  of  spiritual  seeds.  They 
grew  and  matured  into  a  perfect 
faith  that  brought  Joseph  into 
partnership  with  God.  When  that 
came  to  be.  there  was  nothing  un- 
attainable, for  as  we  are  told  of 
old.  one  man  and  God  are  a 
majority. 

To-day  we  proclaim  him  Prophet 
and  sing  his  praise  as  sincerely,  as 
devoutly,  as  revently  as  they  did 
one  hundred  years  ago  when  they 
sat  in  his  presence  and  felt  the 
inspiration  of  his  influence  and 
heard  the  word  of  God  from  his 
lips. 

It  would  seem  scarcely  necessary 
to  point  out  the  obvious  conclusion 
and  purpose  of  this  recital.  If  any 
man  has  received  in  his  heart  the 
witness  of  the  divine  truth  em- 
braced  in   the   contributions   of  the 
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Prophet  Joseph,  I  charge  him  to  be 
true — true  to  his  testimony,  true  to 
the  Prophet,  the  founder,  true  to 
the  cause  and  its  duly  com- 
missioned leaders,  true  to  the 
covenants  he  has  made  in  holy 
places,  and  true  to  the  brotherhood 
of  man  in  the  service  that  he 
renders.
